This is but a ſmall Spot of Land, but exceeding 
populous, full of excellent Towns and Villages, 
and plentifully endowed with all Things neceſſary 
either for Pleaſure or Profit. So very Rich, that at 
once the King of Spajgts Revenues from thence 
(when he had all) eater than any Prince in 
Chriſtendom,” the Kin France excepted; but at 
preſent the Charge ot King is much greater than 
the Revenues. The Strength of theſe Parts is very 
great; and were it not for the vaſt Increaſe of 
the French Power, and the Decay of the Spaniſh, 
it would be thought much greater: But for a lon 
time the Spaniards have not been able to keep thoſe 


they have ſtill, without great Help from others. 


The Trathck in theſe Parts hath been always very 
great; but now nothing ſo much as formerly, by 
reaſon of the prodigious Encreaſe of the United Pro- 
vinces in theſe late Years. It chiefly conſiſts of ſeveral 
Sorts of Manufactures, as rich Tapeſtries, fine Cam- 
lets, Serges, coloured Says, Mock-Velvets, great 
Quanities of fine Linen, Damasks, Cambricks.
